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A  BREATHING  SPELL 


The  fight  against  famine  is  not  yet  over.    With  1946  crops  now  in  the  harvest 
stage,  the  world  merely  has  a  breathing  spell  between  rounds,  C,  V.  Hemphill, 
State  Manager  of  the  Emergency  Food  Conservation  Program,  said  today. 

Despite  signs  that  crop  production  this  year  will  bo  larger  than  in  1945, 
there  is  still  a  gap  between  estimated  food  requirements  of  the  world  and  estim- 
ated supplies  during  the  next  12  months.     The  United  States  has  not  yet  finished 
its  job  of  sharing  food  with  other  nations,  Mir.  Hemphill  pointed  out. 

"It  is  not  possible  at  this  moment  to  see  definitely  what  our  job  will  be," 
he  added,  Ve  won*t  know  the  extent  of  the  world  food  shortage  for  the  coming  . 
winter  until  October,  at  least,  when  the  northern  hemisphere  crops  are  in  — 
we  do  know,  however,  that  the  hungry  nations  are  counting  on  our  production  to 
narrow  the  gap  between  requirements  and  supplies,  and  the  5-point  Famine  Emeav 
gency  Program  is  still  good  for  America." 

Don't  waste  food  ~  eat  foods  that  are,  abundant  —  keep  victory  gardens 
producing  —  can  and  preserve  foods  —  salvage  and  re-use  fats  and  oils. 


U»  S.  consumption  cf  margarine  reached  a  new  peak  in  1945,  totaling  456 
million  pounds,  compared  with  243  million  pounds  in  1939,  and  407  million  in 
1944.    The  Department  of  Agriculture  also  reports  that  consumption  of  butter 
last  year  was  1,667  million  pounds,  compared  with'  2,276  million  pounds  in  1939, 
and  1,859  million  in  1944.

NEW  FARM  LOAN  AGENCY  LAUNCHED  IN  NjrgEMBER 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Anderson  has  asked  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
and  the  Emergency  Crop  and  Feed  Loan  Division  of  the  Farm  Credit  Administration 
to  consolidate  their  activities  and  commence  functioning  as  the  Farmers'  Home  Ad- 
ministration by  mid-November.    Dillard  Lasseter,  native  Georgian  and  present  FCA. 
Chief,  has  been  appointed  to  head  up  the  new  farm  loan  agency  recently  set  up  by 
Congress*     His  two  association  administrators  will  be  S,  Paul  Linsey,  Jr.,  present 
head  of  the  Emergency  Crop  and  Feed  Loan  Division  of  Farm  Credit  Administration; 
and  Robert  Hudgens,  present  associate  administrator  of  PSA',  has  been  announced. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Farmers1  Home  Administration  is  to  improve  credit 
services  to  farmers  and  promote  owner-operator  type  of  farming,  and  to  put  on  a 
permanent  basis  many  of  the  emergency  farm  loan  programs  of  recent  years.  In 
general  the  services  now  being  given  by  FSA  and  Emergency  Crop  and  Feed  Loan  Sec- 
tion of  FCA  will  be  continued.    In  addition  to  direct  Government  tenant-purchase 
loans,  loans  obtained  from  other  credit  sources  may  be  insured  by  the  Government. 
This  program  offers  loans  to  farmers  on  the  same  basis  offered  by  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  to  city  home  owners. 

FOOD  AND  AGRICULTURE  ORGANIZATION 

Meeting  -  The  second  meeting  of  this  organization  takes  place  in  Copenhagen 
September  2  with  42  countries  to  be  represented.     The  conference  will  study  (l) 
long-term  international  food  program.,  (2)  world  food  survey  based  on  information 
from  70  countries,  (o)  agreement  covering  relations  with  United  Nations,  (4)  first 
annual  report,  and  (tj)  development  of  plan  for  forestry  and  forestry  products. 

Norris  E.  Dodd,  Under  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  is  the  U.S.  member,  and 
Leslie  A.  '*7heeler,  Director,  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations,,  is  his 
deputy.    They  will  be  accompanied  by  advisers  from  Congress,  Government  agencies, 
and  farm  organizations.

RES TRI CTIONS  EASED  ON  DOMESTIC  GRAIN 
Clinton  P»  Anderson,  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  announced  last  week  that  the 
supply-and-demand  situation  for  grains  has  improved  enough  to  allow  these  modi- 
fications of  restrictions  on  the  domestic  use  of  grain: 

***After  September  1  millers  may  return  to  the  normal  72  percent  extraction  rate 
for  wheat  flour#     The  emergency  rate  required  80  percent  extraction. 
***In  September,  October  and  November,  brewers  may  use  grain  and  grain  products 
up  to  85  percent  of  a  base  period,  compared  with  the  70  percent  allowed  as  an 
emergency  measure.    Use  of  wheat  and  wheat  products  is  still  prohibited  and  use 
of  rice  further  limited. 

***Dis tillers  may  use  grain  other  than  wheat  at  a  level  of  around  3  million 
bushels  during  September,  compared  v/ith  2t>-  million  bushels  during  recent  months. 
***Five  percent  more  corn  and  grain  sorghums  may  be  used  by  feed  mixers,  proces- 
sors and  food  manufacturers  after  September  1. 

***A11  restrictions  on  the  purchase  of  grains  by  farmers  have  been  removed. 

In  addition,  the  Secretary  announced  that  the  1946-47  grain  export  gcc.l  has 
been  boosted  from  2  50  million  bushels  of  wheat  and  wheat  products  to  a  probable 
400  million  bushels  of  all  grains  and  grain  products. 

INTERNATIONAL  WHEAT  COUNCIL  MEETS 
The  International  Y/heat  Council  has  enlarged  the  membership  of  its  executive 
committee  from  5  to  8,  with  representation  of  the  four  principal  wheat  exporting 
countries  —  Argentina,  Australia,  Canada,  and  the  United  States  —  and  the  four 
principal  wheat  importing  countries  —  China,  India,  the  Netherlands,  and  the 
United  Kingdom.

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1947  VftEAT  GOAL 

The  1947  wheat  goal  for  New  Mexico  is  400,000  acres,  according  to  C.  V. 
Hemphill,  State  Director  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration.  This 
is  79,000  acres  below  the  1946  indicated  planted  acreage.     Drought  conditions 
have  delayed  considerably  the  planting  of  wheat  in  major  wheat  producing  counties 
over  the  State.    However,  reports  from  district  Production  and  Marketing  Adminis- 
tration Farmor  Fieldmen  indicate  that  spotted  rains  over  some  areas  have  allevi- 
ated this  condition  to  some  extent,  and  wheat  drills  now  are  running  full  blest 
in  these  areas.    More  moisture  is  needed  over  practioally  the  entire  State  though, 
Mr.  Hemphill  said,  in  order  to  insure  a  wheat  crop. 

PRICE  CEILINGS  GO  BACK  ON  SEVERAL  FARM  PRODUCTS 


Price  ceilings  go  back  on  livestock,  soybeans,  flaxseed,  cottonseed  and  mixed 
feeds  and  by-product  feeds  containing  protein  concentrates  on  various  dates  be- 
tween August  26  and  September  9  as  ordered  by  the  Price  Decontrol  Board  set  up 
by  Congress  in  renewing  a  modified  version  of  the  OPA  law.     The  board  decided 
that  there  would  be  continued  freedom  from  price  control  for  dairy  products, 
wheat,  corn,  rye,  oats,  barley,  and  grain  sorghums. 

The  following  schedule  of  dates  for  imposition  of  the  new  farm  price  ceilings 
has  been  issued  by  OPA;
